| Marranos in Portugal 
Returning to Judaism 


TEL AVIV (WNS)—Thousands of Portuguese Marranos 
during the past few years have officially re-embraced Juda- 
ism, it was reported here by a Portuguese Jewish leader. 

Jacob Amzalak, leader of Lisbon Jewry, here to try to 
engage rabbis and teachers for the 18,000 “new Jews” of 
Portugal, said that the former “secret Jews” are now mem- 
bers of the Jewish communities of Covilio, Villareal and other 
cities. Leader of the Portuguese Marrano community for the 
past twenty years has been General Don Carlos de Burros 
Basto, who had himself circumcized at the age of forty. 

Amzalak reported that the Marranos, who for more than 
400 years were formally Christians while they secretly prac- 
ticed Judaism, have been profoundly affected by the re- 
establishment of the State of Israel. They believe events of 
the past few years presage the early arrival of the Messiah.

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TEL AVIV—Israel’s difficulties in integrating a 
hastily arrived polyglot population may be partly re- 
fiected in crime figures released last week, comparing 
the first half of 1952 with the same period in 1951. 

According to the figures released by police head- 
quarters here, Israel’s crime rate for the 1952 period 
rose 24 percent over 1951, as against a population in- 
crease of only six percent. 


The statistics list 15,406 crimes for the 1951 period, 
f which jumped to 19,228 in 1952, while the percentage 
bi of cases solved dropped from 55 to 48.3 percent. 


The increases ranged from 27.3 percent in sex 
erimes to 214.3 percent in manslaughter. Other in- 
creases were, progressively: assault, 28.8; housebreak- 
ing, 33; wilful damage to property, 41.5; theft, 54.1. 
The only decreases were in robberies, which dipped 
4.8 percent, and in black market offenses, which plum- 
meted 82 percent. The drop in black marketeering is

believed to reflect the transfer of the campaign against 
black marketeers from the police to the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry, which, being in a better posi- 
tion to observe the movement of goods, may more 
easily be able to observe how and where the goods 
move. 

The success of the anti-black market campaign is 
further reflected in the 1952 record of 100 percent of 
the cases reported solved. A perfect record is also re- 
ported in the solution of manslaughter cases, despite 
the fact that the number of such offenses is more than 
triple that of last year. Only 13.4 of the housebreak- 
ings; &4.9 of the thefts; 48.1 percent of the robberies; 
and only 12 of the 45 arson cases have been solved thus 
far this year. 

There were 28 murders and 42 attempted murders 
in 1952, as compared with 25 and 37 respectively last 
year. Attempted suicides rose from 109 to 114, while 


suicides dropped from 77 to 56.

Among the composer’s works are many brief com. 
positions of one or two stanzas, often in the form of a 
tribute to a sacred tradition, such as going to temple 
on a holy day. Many are cast as prayers expressing 
thanks to God for the “fruit of the earth” the lulav, the 
sukka. Sometimes the prayer is first expressed in Hee 
brew. The music is lyrical, simple tunes children enjoy, 
singing. 

Miss Kleinberg can recall that her first experiences 
with sacred music were in transposing for the Metho- 
dist Episcopal and 2nd Christian Churches. 

Finding this lucrative, she sent copies of her work 
to church organists who began to call upon her when- 
ever anything had to be scored for violin, trumpet, or 
harp. 

She also became known for her dramatic ability. and 
was calied upon to recite Negro and Irish monologues 
for a Unitarian Church and several community centers. 

For “hobbies” Miss Kleinberg finds time to write 
stories, games, plays, and service program material, all 
aimed at the 5-6 year olds. She feels ‘the need is great- 
est for religious material for nursery and primary 
school childten.” She hopes to make this her life’s 
work. 

‘On several occasions her material has been used by 
other Sunday Schools, some by her brother, when he 
headed a congregation in Fort Smith, Arkansas, before 
serving as a U.S. chaplain in Pusan, Korea. 

This especially pleases the artist, for she recognizes 
the importance of having these materials tested be- 
fore they can ever be initiated on a large scale.

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CHIEF RABBI OF ARGENTINA 


NEW YORK—Rabbi Jacob Avigdor has been invited to be- 
come Chief Rabbi of Argentina’s 360,000 Jews. 

A leader of pre-war Polish Jewry, whom he represented in the 
Polish parliament, Rabbi Avigdor came to the U. S. after the war, 
having survived a stay in a concentration camp. Since coming to 
New York, he has served as eal aan 
spiritual leader of the renowned 
Hoveve Tora synagogue in 
Brooklyn, and as dean of the 
Rabbi Solomon Kluger Yeshiva. 

If Rabbi Avigdor accepts the 
Argentina post, he will immedi- 
ately be faced with a delicate 
problem of reconciling the two 
factions which have developed in 
the course of bitter discussion on 
the matter of filling the post.

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KLUTZNICK DEFENDS ADL STAND ON MACIVER REPORT 


Asserts Advocates of Plan 
Have Oversimplified It 


The following is the text, 
almost complete, of an ad- 
dress delivered by Philip M. 


Klutznick, national vice chair- 
man of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith, before 
the 84th annual convention of 
the B’nai B’rith District Grand 
Lodge No. 6.

NY TIME that any one 

refers to Dr. MaclIver and 
his report, I am reminded of the 
fact that we talk about sand- 
wiches without even remember- 
ing that they were named after 
the Earl of Sandwich. 


Those of us active in this par- 
ticular area of concern have 
long ago abandoned the Maclver 
Report, and have been working 
from a series of premises that 
are not at all related to the docu- 
ment which has become the sub- 
ject of heated discussion and con- 
troversies in the American Jew- 
ish community. 

Let it be said for the record 
now, and for evermore, that 
when the plenary session of the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council (NCRAC) took 
place in Atlantic City in Novem- 
ber of last year, that what it 
considered was not the MaclIver 
Report, but rather a report of 
its own Special Committee on 
Evaluative Studies, which, in the 
processes leading up to the 
Atlantic City meeting, had itself 
abandoned many of the principles 
and premises of the so-called 
MaclIver Report. 

Time and again Dr. Maclver 
must have wished that other 
references than his name might 
be used around the controversy

those with whom he has sur- 
rounded himself. They too, are, 
like us—Jews—interested in con- 
sequential events. They are, in 
my judgment, shortsighted in 
many of the positions they have 
taken; in my judgment, com- 
pletely lacking in the background 
and heritage that we so pre- 
ciously own after 108 years of 
regularly constituted life as an 
organization. 


Ir IS TO BE expected that 
they should not understand us 
as well as those of us who have

Probably with but 
one exception in that twenty-five 
years, there has not been an 
issue which has implicit in its 
resolution So much of danger and 
so much of promise for the to- 
morrow of the American Jewish 
community. 


I HAVE an idea as to what 
the answer will be when all the 
votes are in. I fear, however, that 
if my good brothers here are 
wont to accept cliches easily in 
the debate that ensues about us, 
then the result might be a very 
sad one for posterity in Ameri- 
can Jewish life. If anything is 
certain, it is that those who have 
been the proponents of the posi- 
tion that grew out of the Mac- 
Iver Report have had as their 
instruments of use, their vehicles 
of expression, words which are 
eatch-words in American life. 
Sometimes the unthinking will 
latch on to a catch-word without 
analyzsing the premises that 
lead up to it, and the conclusion 
is bought, without an analysis of 
the merit that supports it. 

Let me use a few of the catch- 
words: “There has been waste 
and duplication” and I have been 
in communities in which some 
of my good B'nai B'rith brothers 
say that is terrible. 


MY FRIENDS, there is waste 
and duplication in life, always. 
Without, in the slightest, de- 
rogating the type of government 
in which we believe, the demo- 
cracy of American life, let us 
never forget that there are those 
who contended that autocracies 
were less wasteful and more effi- 
cient. But, freedom and liberty 
have implicit in them elements 
of duplication, because without 
it you can never get real acti- 
vity, and never freedom. And 
yet, there has been bandied 
across the continent the words 
“waste and duplication” as if

It is because of the use of 
such words, and the unfortunate 
utilization of a very eminent 
sociologist who made a Study 
which is a personal expression 
of a personal opinion from a 
conditioned mind that has never 
lived within a Jewish community 
itself, that from the beginning 
of this discussion, we have been 
on the defensive. You should 
understand that, and you should 
never forget it. 

This whole matter came to 
the attention of the Amreican 
Jewish community primarily 
through the activity of what 
has already been referred to ag 
a Large Cities Budgeting Con. 
ference. As a result of that com 
ference, very appropriate con 
cern was had with the proper 
expenditure of the philanthropic 
dollars which are provided by 
our communities. This has been 
a Struggle going on for some 
few years, 


NOW, LET US forget the 
study and let us look at what the 
Atlantic City conference recom: 
mended—unanimously. I have 
oft-times said that that unani 
mity was attained only by the 
worst kind of blood-letting, and 
it was attained for the sole pur 
pose of searching for solutions, 
because Atlantic City did not 
give us solutions. It merely gave 
us a truce to try to find those 
solutions. There we agreed to 
search for a means of strength 
ening the NCRAC but at the 
same time preserving the historic 
right of all member agencies to 
dissent and to be autonomous ia 
their own fields of operation. 


There we agreed, also, to try 
to find a mechanism for the bet 
terment of joint program plam 
ning. There we also agreed t 
search out a better method for 
self-assessment, There we agreed 
to try to find a basis for dividing 
labor with the objective of 
greater efficiency. 

We agreed, too, that the com 
munity (so-called) had an im 
portant role to play and must 
be recognized as having such 4 
role. We agreed to search for 
a better method of budgeting and 
financing. We agreed in all good 
conscience, unanimously, to 
establish the mechanisms in the 
hope that such a result may be 
obtained. And in June of this 
year—now postponed to Septenr 
ber—the agencies could come 
together and find a common pat.

MANY OF YOU do not even 
know what makes’ up the 
NCRAC. Many of you do not 
even care. But let me tell you 
what it is. Let me tell you what 
and how the word “community” 
is used. In the NCRAC—and 
let’s quit calling it by initials, 
because it is important to use 
the full name—the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council is made up of six na- 
tional agencies, four of whom 
having full voting status: The 
B’nai B'rith, whose arm, the 
Anti-Defamation League, acts 
for it; the American Jewish 
Committee; the American Jewish 
Congress; and the Jewish Labor 
Committee. In addition, there 
are Union of American-Hebrew 
Congregations and the Jewish 
War Veterans. And for want of, 
or that is rather for the need of, 
using simple language, the 
“communities” alluded to are 20 
odd community relations coun- 
cils existing in certain commu- 
nities of the nation. 


It is interesting to note that 
no such community relations 
council exists in the great metrop- 
olis of New York City wherein 
resides more than half of the 
Jewish population of the USA, 
and no such community rela- 
tions council exists in the city 
of Chicago wherein resides ap- 
proximately four hundred thou- 
sand, or nearly ten percent of 
the Jewish community of Amer- 
ica, and no such community rela- 
tions council exists in the multi- 
tude of small but important Jew- 
ish communities that are scat- 
tered all over the USA. 


YET, IN THE contention of 
this debate, when the B’nai B'rith 
took a position representing, as 
you know, some three hundred 
thousand men and women, it was 
alleged that it spoke for some 
ephemeral self, and that the com- 
munities—these 20 odd commu- 
nities relations agencies, the 
aggregate Jewish population of 
which is not a good deal more 
than the membership of the 
B’nai B’rith—spoke for the Jew- 
ish community of America, 


This is an absurdity, and it is 
an imposition upon the good 
faith and good conscience of the 
American Jewish community to 
be put into such a position, It 
is an insult (if not deliberate, 
at least in practice) to say to the 
national Jewish agencies such 
as the B'nai B’rith, such as 
the American Jewish Committee: 
“You speak’for yourself, but we 
speak for all Israel!” This is 
one of the unfortunate ramifica- 
tions of this debate. It must be 
understood in all of its ugliness, 
because, indeed, it is ugly. 

The other word that is used so 
freely is “integration”, and that 
is a good word: As a matter of 
fact, until we all got tired of 
it, “implementation” was a good 
word, and I pray to heaven that 
we soon find “integration” in the 
same eategory.

for although it is true that the hindquarters include most of the 
tender cuts, they do not include them all; and the finest roast pos- 
sible is a rib roast, and a rib steak is as tender and delicious as a 
sirloin or a filet mignon. 

It may be said in general, however, even of forequarter cuts, 
ihat meat which is kosher is less tender than meat which is not 
kosher. The reason for this is that kosher meat is not “ripened,” 
as other meat almost invariably is. Meat is ripened by being al- 
lowed to hang at a Jow temperature for several weeks, until it is 
decomposed enough to be satisfactorily tender, but not enough to 
be actually spoiled. 

Most Jewish housewives will prefer meat which is fresh and 
therefore léss tender to meat which has been ripened; and will 
compensate for their disadvantage by applying more care and skill 
to the cooking of their kosher meat than would otherwise be 
necessary. 

Although hindquarters of meat are not available in kosher 
butcher shops in this country, the hindquarters are not trefa in 
themselves, but may be made kosher by the operation known as 
porging, in which certain sections of the hindquarters are removed. 
The operation is an extremly difficult one, which requires years 
of experience to learn and a great deal of time and effort to pere 
form, and is not attempted in Canada or the United States. Kosher 
hindquarter cuts were sometimes available in Britain a few years 
ago, though naturally at very high prices. 


ACCORDING TO THE ORTHODOX PRACTICE, meat is “kash- 
before being cooked. To kasher meat means to make it 
ritually “fit” or “proper” for eating, and this requires that as much 
blood be removed from the meat as possible. The meat should be 
placed in a pan especially kept for the purpose, and should be cov- 
ered completely with cold water. 

It should: then be allowed to soak for half an hour, and every 
particle of blood which adheres to it should be washed off just 
before it is removed from the pan. 

It should then be placed upon a smooth board, and the board 
should be in a Slanting postion, or else should have numerous per- 
forations in it, so that the blood may flow off it freely. 

The meat should then be salted liberally on all sides with coarse 
salt, and allowed to remain on the board for an hour. 

It should then be rinsed well with cold water three 
that all the salt is washed off, and now it is ready to be prepared

“One, I think it must be re- 
membered that in this struggle, 
not all the federations, but many 
of them, are aligned with the po- 
sition taken in the Maclver Re- 
port. Increasingly, the English- 
Jewish press in one community 
after the other is dependent on 
the Federation. Consequently it 
is to be expected, and this is not 
said meanly, it is to be expected 
that any interpretation of the 
actions taken might tend to be- 
friend one position against an- 
other.” 


THIS IS restrained criticism of 
the Anglo-Jewish press, and 
comes from a responsible leader. 

Just how accurate is it? 

Mr. Klutznick is correct when 
he indicates that more and more 
the -local federations are being 
drawn, unwillingly in most cases, 
into supporting in one way or an- 
other their local Anglo-Jewish 
papers. 

In Philadelphia, Newark, San 
Francisco, and a few smaller 
communities, the federations are 
the publishers of their local An- 
glo-Jewish papers. In Kansas 
City, Denver, Louisville, and pos- 
sibly in a few other communities, 
and until recently in Detroit, 
there was some arrangement 
either of direct subventions or of 
a circulation agreement, between 
the paper and the federation. 

Obviously this is not the most 


.desirable situation. But for the 


time being, it is inevitable if for 
the sole reason that publication 
costs have risen to the point 
where if a local Jewish commu- 
nity wants an adequate organ of 
public information, it must help 
to pay for it. 


YET, THE REAL question is 
not that the federations in part 
supply the funds for their local 
Anglo-Jewish publications, but 
just how much control the fed-

Mr. Klutznick does not go into 
the question, although he does 
by implication, of importance of 
keeping the Anglo-Jewish press 
of the U. S. completely independ- 
ent.

This is the real problem, and 
it is about time that the Ameri- 
can Jewish community faced up 
to it. There are large numbers of 
Jewish businessmen who, with 
some education, could be _per- 
suaded to assign even a minis- 
cule portion of their advertising 
budgets .to Anglo-Jewish papers. 
If the returns dollar for dollar 
are not equal to that received 
from the daily press, it should 
be pointed out that these firms 
use many secondary and tertiary 
advertising media where the re- 
turns are not computed wholly 
on a dollar-and-cents value sys- 
tem. 


BUT EVEN under the best 
kind of support papers are prone 
to become aligned with one or an- 
other view, and therefore should 
be under constant challenge 
from their readers. 

Mr. Klutznick’s criticism, even 
if inaccurate, is not designed to 
arouse antagonism, but to draw 
attention to a situation. In con- 
trol as is the B’nai B’rith of the 
publication with the largest cir- 
culation in the American Jewish 
community, its own National 
Jewish Monthly, and with the

HE statement by Ralph E. Samuel that the 

celebration in 1954 of the 300th anniversary 

of the advent of the Jew in the United States 

seeks as one of its aims to give assurance 

through the idea of permanency to the insecure 

Jew offers a starting point for some fruitful 
speculation. 

Interviewed by The Jewish Chronicle of Lon- 
don, Mr. Samuel explained the first two reasons 
for such a celebration as marking a milestone in 
the history of the American Jewish community 
and to point out without being boastful the con- 
tribution of the Jew to America. 

He then had this to say: “The third object of 
the celebration is to stress for the Jew himself 
that he had had a good past in America, that he 
has got a secure present and should have a prom- 
ising future. We do not want the Jew to look 
upon himse}f as being in a state of ‘transition’— 
as something temporary—in America. We want 
to point out that his roots go very deeply into 
American soil.” 

Isn’t it anomalous that after 300 years of im- 
portant contributions to the U. S. the Jew still 
feels it necessary to assure himself and others 
that he is not in a state of transition and that his 
roots go very deep into American soil. 

Just who these fearful Jews are also is worth 
investigating. Are they the Zionists, whom the 
anti-Zionists are always accusing of considering 
the U. S. just a stopping place on their route to 
Israel? 

Or are they the anti-Zionists who in their own 
insecurity ascribe this feeling to others? 

On the other hand are the more assimilated 
Jews more secure than the Jew who holds to his 
tradition? 

All these speculations open avenues for pro 
and con discussion.

But there is some question, too, of the validity 
of this reason of Mr. Samuel’s for holding the 
tercentenary of the Jews in the United States, 


Does the Jew who feels insecure in the Uniteg 
States feel that way because he does not fully 
comprhend that Jews have been in the U. §, from 
the very beginning? Or is his fear a product of 
his having lost his moorings in his race to drop 
his Jewishness on the false assumption that by 
being less Jewish he can become more American? 

We could also find some objection to this Tea. 
son on the grounds of its anti-Zionist connection, 
Although the anti-Zionists are unquestionably 
among the most insecure Jews in the Uniteg 
States, they have been making the wild charge 
that the Zionists look upon the U. S. as a tem 
porary stopping place on their journey to Israej, 
The anti-Zionists may now be in a position to say 
that the tercentenary committee have backeq up 
their charge against the Zionists. 

When The Post urged a year or two ago, on 
learning that 1954 would be the tercentenary of 
the Jew in the U. S., that the occasion be properly 
celebrated, we had in mind the bolstering of Jew. 
ish morale so that the Jew might be less cop. 
cerned about the effects of what he did as long as 
he felt that what he was doing was right and 
proper. If the Jew gained the feeling that he 
came here along with the earliest settlers, anq 
sensed that his contributions to America, if dif. 
ferent from that of some of the other groups 
was no less, and perhaps even more important 
than the others, he might not be so timid in as. 
serting his views. 

This is the positive approach, although pos. 
sibly the obverse side of the same coin. We fee} 
sure it will be stressed over Mr. Samuel's third 
purpose for the celebration. 


P. otest on Moving Foreign Office to Jerusalem 


NLESS the protest of the United States and 

Great Britain over Israel’s plan to move 

the foreign office to Jerusalem was made merely 

for the sake of outward appearances, and to ap- 

pease the Arabs, it is a wholly artless position 
for these two nations to make. 


If by chance the U. S. State Department did 
not know it, it can be safely assumed that its rep- 
resentatives in Israel long ago must have advised 
it that Israel was in Jerusalem to stay. 


When Israel refused to be dislodged from 
Jerusalem’s new city, even under the worst kind 
of siege risking death at the hands of the Arabs 
or by thirst and hunger, that was when the deci- 
sion was hammered out. If the Arab Legion on 
one side and the Egyptian forces on the other 


could not drive the famished Israelis out of Je- 


rusalem, no words from any source will now 
achieve this end. 

This the U. S. State Department must know 
better than anyone else. History has taught this 
kind of lesson too often. 

Just what the State Department feels about 
the right of the Israelis to their traditional capital, 
we cannot of course know, but even here we 
would be willing to hazard the guess that the 
State Department understands that Jerusalem is 
the natural capital of Israel while, of course, it is 
not and will not be the capital of Transjordan or 
of the Arab nations. 

So Israel’s decision to proceed with her plans 
to move the foreign office to Jerusalem is prob 
ably what everyone expected, and the protest very 
likely is being understood for what it is, that and 
nothing else. 


Maurice Samuel and His New Novel 


HE debt owed by the Americafi Jewish com- 

munity to a man like Maurice Samuel can- 

not be overestimated. A bitter critic of the Ameri- 

can Jewish community in his earlier days, Mr. 

Samuel has become an important instrument in 

correcting many evils which he so_ searingly 
scored. 

This fall Mr. Samuel will publish his second 
non-Jewish” novel. His first, good as it was, had 
a very disappointing sale. We hope that this sec- 
ond sells a minimum of one million copies, but 
we cannot withold commenting that if the Jewish 
reading public has not bought his Jewish books in 
sufficient quaMities, neither has he or any other 
author any assurance that the non-Jewish public 
will buy his non-Jewish works, although it is 


obvious that his chances for financial success an 
far greater in the one than the _ other. 

But in the Jewish field, Mr. Samuel has earned 
a place in Jewish history from which nothing will 
dislodge him. If he had written only “The World 
of Sholom Aleichem,” then he would be ranked 
as one of the great men of Jewish literature of 
his day. 

But as a lecturer, as an essayist, as a critic, 
and as a Jewish novelist, Maurice Samuel is as 
well known in the literate part of the American 
Jewish community as any other personage. We 
know that if “The Devil That Failed” sells a mil 
lion copies, Mr. Samuel wll not be ehanged one 
whit from the man who has devoted his whole life 
to improving the Jewish community. 


Make Tora Steaiing Unprofitable! 


F THE thefts of Torah Scrolls continue, it will 

soon be necessary to set up some kind of reg- 
istry system so that each and every Tora in the 
U. S. can be positively identified. 


Obviously these Sifre Tora are not being 
stolen by deeply religious people who want them 
for their personal. They are being stolen for re- 


sale to unsuspecting synagogues, either here or 
abroad. Their value in dollars is considerable, and 
since on top of this most synagogues are unguard- 


ed, the scrolls offer easy prey to the dishonest. 

Not so many Sifre Tora are in existence or are 
being produced today but that some system could 
not be worked out to indentify them. 

In this way, when a congregation was about 
to buy a Tora it would check with the registry 
office, which could then validate the claims of the 
seller as to his ownership. 

As long as Sifre Tora can be sold, so long will 
there be persons who will steal them. The way 
stop thefts is to make them unprofitable.

pIDN'T INTEND TO BELITTLE JWB 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

It has been called to my atten- 
tion that a letter I wrote you 
some six wéeks ago was reprint- 
ed in full by your paper, and has 
caused some dismay and Con- 
sternation both at home and here 
jn Korea.

In Korea, incidentally, I met 
Chaplain Scolnic, who had just 
arrived to take up his duties 
with the Ninth Corps of the 
Fighth Army. I attended the Se- 
der which, because of the large 
number of boys, most of them in 
from the front lines, was divided 
into two parts, over one of which 
Chaplain Scolnic presided. I 
found a hearty feeling toward 
the JWB from the boys’ them- 
selves as well as from the high 
command of the Army. 

The Seder I attended was only 
one of the five in Korea and 
twelve in Japan, all arranged by 
the chaplains and all serviced by 
the JWB with religious materi- 
als and holiday supplies. The 
menus included gefilte fish, 
chicken soup with knedlach, 
roast chicken, diced carrots, 
green string beans, whole pars- 
lied potatoes, lettuce, and there 
were pineapple and macaroons 
for dessert, There was plenty of 
wine and hundreds of boxes of 
matzot. In addition to these 
foods, there were the three es- 
sentials of the Passover meal: 
the Paschal lamb, unleavened 
bread, and bitter herbs. There 
was also the haroset. 

Probably the largest Seder 
held overseas this year took 
place in Seoul, where over hine 
hundred Jewish men from all 
Parts of the front and Seoul area 
came to observe Passover. My 
associate on my trip, Mr. Sam- 
wel Pascoe, an executive of the 
JWB, was received with tremen- 
fous applause when he greeted 
the boys on that occasion. My re- 
feption in the Ninth Corps area 
Was equally hearty.

Israel Orthodox Politicians Seek To Coerce Rather Than Convince 


By M. Z. FRANK 
ECENTLY I wrote in this column that if the par- 
tisans of “identification” in the ZOA were to 
follow their principle to its logical conclusion, they 
should take sides in the Milk- 
men’s Strike in Tel Aviv. Irving 
Miller, in a letter to me, had the 
good sense and good humor to 
comment: “I have already been 
ident for two weeks and 
have not yet intervened in that 
strike and the chances are that I 
will not.” 

But these qualities are not al- 
ways on hand. Nor are economic 
questions the only ones on which 
Israel is subjected to a good deal of “back-seat driving” 
from America. Take religion. 

The average American tourist—and I have met 
plenty of them in recent months—objects to seeing old- 
fashioned Jews with caftans and earlocks on the 
streets; objects to restrictions on travel on Saturdays; 
also objects to atheism; also objects to the fact that 
Mapai and Mapam kibbutzim do not make kiddush on 
Friday nights and to the absence of a benediction by 
a rabbi before the opening of a banquet. That is, the 
Average Tourist wants to see in Israe] exactly the kind 
of Jewish religion he “practices,” so to speak, in his 
own bailiwick. 

But not every tourist is of that type. Take David 
Eidelsberg of The Morning Journal. He belongs to that 
minority which insists that Israel shall observe every 
jot and tittle of the Law. How the majority of Israel's 
citizens feel about it is not important. Out of respect 
for the minority the majority should behave as the 
minority wishes the majority to behave. For the min- 
ority is the Spokesman for the Law.

ANYWAY, DAVID EIDELSBERG, in an article of 
June 13, in The M. J., most definitely intervenes in a 
dispute between Mayor Abba Hushi and the bus-drivers 
of Haifa. 


The bus drivers of Haifa decided they won’t drive 
buses in Haifa .on Saturdays unless the Government 
agreed not to collect income tax from Saturday fares. 
The Mayor said either you drive or somebody else will. 
Eidelsberg is for the bus-drivers. Like all Orthodox 
politicians he favors the introduction of religious ob- 
servance by the back door and forcing it on an unwill- 
ing majority. 

Most Jews in Israel are non-observant. Some are 
outright irreligious. Some consider themselves reli- 
gious, but do not go to synagogue often and do not 
observe most laws (like most American Jews). Nearly 
all maintain a formal connection with Jewish religion 
and perform certain religious rites—circumcision, mar- 
riage, etc. Only a minority is actually Orthodox.

Perhaps Israel could stand more religion. Perhaps 
the best form of Jewish religion for Israel is something 
like American Conservative Judaism. But in order to 
establish such Judaism here, the people have to be won 
over to it. The Orthodox politcians in Israel, however, 
are opposed to any changes and try to win their point 
not by conviction so much as by coercion and by politi- 
cal blackmail. 


IN THE POLITICAL SET-UP in the country the 
Orthodox parties, though in a hopeless minority, often 
hold the balance of power. In the national government, 
.Mapai Labor Party combined with the Orthodox par- 
ties to form a slender majority. In return for support- 
ing Labor, the Orthodox partners got certain conces- 
sions. For instance, it is all but impossible to obtain 
non-kosher meat or fish in Israel. The railway trains 
do not run on Saturdays. The buses do not run on Sat- 
urdays. 

To a certain extent the majority of the population 
is willing to put up with this state of affairs. But the 
Orthodox politicians have recently overreached them- 
selves with the result that in one week they created 
more anti-religious sentiment in the country than could 
be done by ten years of anti-reliigous propaganda. 

A case in point is the one of the Haifa buses. It is 
that about which David Edelsberg wrote an inaccurate 
report with a hysterical title (‘The True Facts about 
the Desecration of the Sabbath in Haifa’). 


UNTIL RECENTLY—that is, until the shortage of 
fuel induced the Government to hake drastic curtail- 
ments—you could go from anywhere to anywhere in 
Israel on Sabbath if you had enough money. But if you 
did not have enough money, you had to observe the 
Sabbath. Buses do not run’in Tel Aviv, but you could 
hire a taxi or a “sherut,” a sort of a jitney service like 
in Atlantic City. A taxi draws up at the bus stop, you 
pay a fare amounting to two or three times the bus 
fare and you travel, along with another six or seven 
passengers, to another bus Stop. 

In Haifa buses always did run on Saturdays. Not on 
all the regular routes, but from the Lower City to the 
Hadar on the slope of Mount Carmel, or to Mount Car- 
mel and to the outlying suburbs and the sea beach. 
There were three reasons why Haifa was an exception: 
it used to be a mixed city of Jews, Arabs and British; 
the city is widely scattered and is situated on three lev- 
els; organized labor insisted on communications acces- 
sible to the poor. 

The first reason almost disappeared in 1948 (though 
there are still six thousand Arabs in Haifa); the second 
and third reasons are still there. 

One fine day, however, the Haifa bus drivers decided 
they are going to hallow the Sabbath unless the dese- 
cration is made financially worthwhile. Abba Khoushy 
then organized a city truck service on Sabbath. When 
the two Orthodox members of the Municipal Council, 


which has 21 members, raised a cry, he handed the 
matter over to the Haifa Labor Council and they ran 
the Saturday truck service. The two Orthodox mem- 
bers maintained that they would walk out of the Coun- 
cil unless the desecration was discontinued. The Mayor 
let them walk out of the session. That was on the day 
before the Mayor left for the United States. 

The two Orthodox members of the Council walked 
out of the session, but not out of the Municipal Council 
or of the municipal coalition. When Khoushy was in 
U. S. A., a few Bronx rabbis staged a demonstration 
and Mr. David Edelsberg wrote a nasty article. 


ON THE QUESTION of Sabbath transportation, the 
General Zionists take the view that the Government 
and the Municipality do not go far enough. They de- 
mand a thorough reconsideration of the whole business 
of making concessions to the Orthodox for political 
reasons and of the whole transportation in the city. 
They claim that the bus cooperatives are getting away 
with murder and that it is not enough to establish a 
new line on Saturday, but that other companies should 
be granted franchises to compete with the existing co- 
operatives. 

Mr. Eidelsberg misrepresented the position of the 
General Zionists as being opposed to Saturday trans- 
portation. 6 

In national politics the General Zionists are trying 
to pressure the Labor party into getting rid of their 
Orhodox partners and taking in the G. Z. instead. If 
that should ever happen, the Orthodox parties will be 
out of luck. They will always be outvoted in the Knes- 
set. 

Mr. D. Z. Pinkas, Minister of Transport and Com- 
munications, seems to be doing alright as Minister, but 
not so hot as a Mizrachi (religious Zionist party). 
When the fuel shortage necessitated curtailments, he 
issued regulations which gave the drivers a choice: 
head: you rest on the Sabbath, tail: you don’t drive on 
Saturdays. The result was a bitter resentment and a 
bomb outrage by some young hotheads. 


AS I HAVE MENTIONED ABOVE, I hive Rabbi 
Miller’s assurances that he does not plan to take a po- 
sition on the Milkmen’s Strike in Tel Aviv.
